United States foreign policy. 


The subcommittee is planning to 
hold hearings into the 011 com- 
panies this month, when it will sub- 
poena heads of the industry and 
Government officials: the hearings 
are expected to show some startl- 
ing evidence of connivance between

And 
others in his subcommittee, includ- 
ing Senator Edmund Muskie, Se- 
nator Clifford Case and {3ometimes) 
Senator Charles Percy, share his 
basic concerns. 


OIL OMNIPOTENCE 


Tt is easy to exaggerate the 
omnipotence of the oil companies. 
Tncreasingly they are caught be- 
‘tween the demands of the producing 
countries and the coun- 
tries, and as more foreign oilfields 
are mationalized, they will increas- 
ingly become distributors and mar- 
keters, rather than owners of oil. 
Diplomaiicaly, the companies are 
thus in an ugly situation. As world 
distributors they must aspire to the 
greatest possible neutrality; but the 
Arab producers pull them towards 
discriminatory policies,. while their 
owners are being pressed to be- 
come increasingly accountable to 
their home Government — usually 
the American Government. 


The American oil lobby, which 
has had a succession of triumphs 
in the past, will certainly fight back 
toughly, through its friends in Con- 
gress and the Administration. But 
‘their political exposure as a result 
of the energy crisis and the Middle 
East war is likely to cost them 
dearly In the long run -—- however 
spectacular their immediate profits. 
or there has been a very sudden 
awakening to the belief that oil
